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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-27 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art fails to teach or make obvious a switched reluctance machine 
comprising a plurality of phases, each phase comprising a plurality of coils; a plurality of sets of 
positive side switch circuits connected in parallel, the positive switches of each set connected to 
a positive side of a coil of the same phase; a plurality of sets of negative side switch circuits 
connected in parallel, the negative switches of each set connected to a negative side of a coil of 
the same phase, the positive and negative switch circuits configured to control the flow of 
current through the coil.
